BIGGEST ORCHARD. 

Syndicate Formed to Plant 5.- 
000 Acres in Laclede 
County, Mo. 

The largest apple orchard 
in the world is soon to be 
plauted in Laclede eouuty, 
Mo., a short, distance from 
the main line of the Frisco 
railroad. The land has nl 
ready been purchased by a 
syndicate promoted by resi- 
dents of Des Moines, Iowa, 
md assisted by the Frisco 
railroad. One of the direc- 
tors in the new enterprise is 
a Kansas City man, William 
C. Carroll, who has had much 
experience in fruit raising in 
the Ozark region of Missouri. 

"The largest orchard in the 
world to-day is in the Ozark 
mountains," said Mr. Carroll. 
'It has 2,300 acres planted in

"Do you not expect to re- 
ceive any returns from your 
investment before six years 
have passed - ?" was asked.

11 yield within about three 
years if the seasons are fav- 
orable. The peach crop is 
not so sure as the apple crop, 
and that is why we have de- 
cided to plant most of the 
5,000 acres in apple trees. 
While the apple trees are 
growing — that is, during the 
next three or four years- 
will plant small fruits and 
grain between the rowi 
apple trees. By that plan 
our big farm will yield a good 
revenue before we gather the 
first crop of apples." 

Mr. Carroll said the 5,000 
res that will be converted 
into an apple orchard are 

r ered with wild forest 
trees. 

We have let the contract 
for clearing the land, contin- 
>d Mr. Carroll. "Horticul- 
irists have found that land 
that is productive of good 
s also good for fruit 
trees. Whenever you see 
healthy virgin forest that is 
indication that the soil arid 
linage will produce good 
.ps of fruit. We intend to 
nt 50 trees to the acre. 
Only Jonathans and Ben Dav- 
is trees will be planted. Most 
of the orchards in Southern 
Missouri have trees planted 
00 to the acre." 

;apital stock of the 
pany will be $1,000,- 
000. In order to assist the 
rs of the enterprise 
the Frisco Railway Company 
;reed to build a spur 
track five miles long, running 
from the main line near Leb- 
anon through the orchard.—
